A. Bradshaw, of the equity 
division of the district court, in 
an 
opinion handed down yesterday 
The decision was given in a case 
wherein the insurgent wlug of the 
organization asked ti e court to set 
aside and annul certain changes in 
the articles of the associaton ty-laws, 
adopted at the head 
camp 
ot 
the 
Modern 
Woodmen of America 
at an 
adjourned session held in Chicago in 
January, 1912. 
The court beld, first, that under a 
certificate of this character tho hold­ 
er occupies toward the society a dual 
relation; he, a.i a member of tho cor­ 
poration, is bound by all reasonable 
by-law’s enacted by the corporation, 
whether they rome into existence be­ 
fore or after the issuance of bis cer­ 
tificate. 
He also occupies th j posi­ 
tion of a person holding a contract 
with the society, and as such stands 
on the same footing as any other per­ 
son making a contract with it. 
Second, that the contract of insur­ 
ance consists of the certificate of ap­ 
plication for membership, the articles 
of association, by-laws of the society 
and the statutes of the state of Illi­ 
nois relating thereto. 
Third, that the new’ law of the so­ 
ciety proposes to change both the 
rate and plau of insurance an i both 
rate and plan are a part of the mem­ 
ber’s contract.

The First Pseudo-Apostles. 


When we speak of pseudo-*'poetics 
—false apostles—we should not be :

claiming for themselves succession 
to the Apostolic office, were honestly 
deluded, as much as were the people 
who thus acknowledged them.

in portions, from large and costly

Christians, expelled from tao syn­ 
agogue. had no longer the opportunity 
of the Jews for studying the Old 
Testament Scriptures. 
And the New 
Testament, written in a fragmentary 
manner, was costly 
also,

brought together as a collection for a 
long time after the death of the Apos­ 
tles.
